The 
first Lindal cedar plank post and beam home was displayed 
at the Canadian National Exhibition in 1947. As a result of 
unparallelled acceptance to this new concept, the company 
grew so rapidly that it became necessary to start other plants 
in Quebec, Nova Scotia, and Florida. In virtually no time at 
all, Lindal became the largest manufacturers of pre-cut cedar 
homes on the North American continent. 


With the ever increasing demand for his product internationally, 
one thing became quite apparent to Walter Lindal: Regardless 
of the number and location of manufacturing and packaging 
facilities, the raw material (Western Canadian red cedar) all 
came from the West Coast. The freight to ship raw lumber 
from Canada to Nova Scotia, and Florida, etc. was the same as 
it would be to ship a packaged home to the same locations. 
Why not then, establish modern efficient manufacturing facilities 
close to the source? Thus, a manufactured home could be de- 
livered anywhere in the world at the same cost of raw bulk 
lumber. In January of 1962, all Eastern, Southern, and foreign 
plants were disposed of and a modern, fully mechanized, effi- 
cient manufacturing and packaging facility was acquired in 
New Westminster, B.C., within “a stone’s throw” of several of 
the largest cedar sawmills in the world. Subsequently, the huge 
manufacturing facilities of Loxide Structures, Tacoma, Wash- 
ington, were acquired to handle the ever increasing volume of 
business emanating from the United States. Cedarworth Homes 
Ltd., the European division of Lindal Cedar Homes, supplies 


all of Europe, Asia, and Africa from plants located both in 
England and Ireland. Thus, through this vast Lindal combine, 
our homes are now available to the entire world market. 


Sound management combined with aggressive merchandising, a 
natural insight towards the buying public’s needs and desires, a 
consistently better product, and most important, the ability to 
move and grow with a market — These are but a few reasons 
for the phenomenal success story enjoyed by Lindal Cedar 
Homes today.
